LAST MEETING 


New England Revolution 0, Seattle Sounders FC 3 
March 8, 2015 ■ CenturyLink Field (Seattle, Wash.) 

New England dropped its 2015 season opener against Sounders FC, 3-0, on a Sunday night 
in Seattle. Clint Dempsey recorded a brace and Obafemi Martins added an insurance tally 
to secure three points for the home side. Both Lee Nguyen and Jermaine Jones missed 
the match with injuries, leaving the Revs in a struggle to penetrate Seattle’s back line. Kelyn 
Rowe recorded the team’s only shot on a goal, a strike in the 40th minute that prompted a 
fingertip save from Sounders FC goalkeeper Stefan Frei. 


TEAM NOTES AGAINST SEATTLE 


Saturday’s match will be the 11th regular season meeting between the two teams 
and the sixth at Gillette Stadium. 

Four of the 10 all-time meetings between New England and Seattle have been 
decided by multiple goals, with each side winning two of those matches. 

The other six meetings have finished as a draw or with a one-goal margin. Each side 
is 2-2-2 in those six contests. 

Diego Fagundez has four goals in three appearances against Sounders FC, includ¬ 
ing a pair of goals on May 11,2014. He tallied the second goal of his MLS career 
against Sounders FC on Oct. 1, 2011, when he made the first start of his career. He 
added a 95th minute equalizer in the 2-2 draw on June 30, 2012. Three of his four 
goals have come at Gillette Stadium. 

Bobby Shuttleworth is 1-2-1 all-time against Seattle with two shutouts, including 
the clubs’ last meeting in Foxborough on May 11,2014. His first MLS start came at 
Seattle on June 5, 2010, with the Revs suffering a 3-0 defeat.

JE-VAUGHN WATSON JOINS JAMAICA FOR COPA AMERICA 

Revolution defender Je-Vaughn Watson will miss Saturday’s match as he joins the Jamaican 
National Team ahead of Copa America Centenario. Watson is making his second career 
appearance in the prestigious tournament, having represented Jamaica last summer when it 
participated as a guest team. He started and played 90 minutes in one of the Reggae Boyz’s 
group stage matches against a Lionel Messi-led Argentina. Since joining the Revolution in Feb¬ 
ruary, Watson has established himself as a key and versatile component of the club’s defense, 
starting all 11 matches in which he has been available for selection this season. 

EIGHT REVOLUTION PLAYERS ELIGIBLE FOR 2016 AT&T MLS ALL STAR GAME 

Fan Voting for the 2016 AT&T MLS All-Star Team went live on MLSsoccer.com on Thursday, 
and eight Revolution players -- nominated via vote from members of the media -- are on the 
ballot, including: forward Kei Kamara; midfielders Lee Nguyen, Diego Fagundez, and Kelyn 
Rowe; defenders Andrew Farrell, Jose Goncalves, and Chris Tierney; and goalkeeper Bobby 
Shuttleworth. Fans can vote their favorite players to the All-Star Fan XI via online ballot and the 
AT&T/EA SPORTS™ “More Than a Vote” Challenge through July 4 at 3 p.m. ET. The MLS All- 
Stars will face Arsenal FC of the English Premier League on July 28 at Avaya Stadium, home of 
the San Jose Earthquakes, in the 2016 AT&T MLS All-Star Game. 

NGUYEN CONTINUES CLIMB IN REVS’ RECORD BOOK 

Lee Nguyen submitted a goal and an assist for the second consecutive match in last Saturday’s 
showdown with Dallas. It’s the first time Nguyen has contributed a goal and a helper in back-to- 
back matches, and his recent form has propelled him up the club’s record books. With his 37th 
career goal, he moves into a tie with Shalrie Joseph and Pat Noonan for fourth on the all-time 
goal-scoring list. With his 12th career penalty kick goal, Nguyen moves into a tie with Shalrie 
Joseph for most penalty kick goals all-time in club history. With six more goals this season, 
he can move into sole possession of second place behind Taylor Twelllman (101). In addition, 
Nguyen is one assist shy of trying Pat Noonan for fifth place on the all-time charts. 

THE CHOSEN JUAN: AGUDELO STAYS HOT 

Juan Agudelo is also riding a career-best streak, having recorded a goal or an assist in four 
consecutive matches. The forward opened the scoring for New England last Saturday, heading 
in a free kick from Lee Nguyen that earned an MLSsoccer.com Goal of the Week nomination. 
Agudelo has now scored a goal in three of the Revolution’s last four games and added an 
assist in the club’s 2-0 win against Chicago on May 14. He previously tallied a pair of goals, first 
with his first touch as a substitute vs. Orlando on April 30, and later with an acrobatic side volley 
at Los Angeles on May 8. 


LEE NGUYEN AND CHRIS TIERNEY GET CREATIVE 

Midfielder Lee Nguyen and defender Chris Tierney are catalyzing the Revolution’s torrid 
chances created pace. Nguyen, who ranks third overall in chances created, is one of only four 
players to create at least 30 chances this season:

KAMARA MAKES PRESENCE FELT; EYES GOAL #80 

Kei Kamara made his second start for the Revolution in Saturday’s match against Dallas. The 
forward, acquired by the Revs via trade with Columbus Crew SC on May 12, paced the team in 
shots (4) and shots on target (3) for the second consecutive match. In his debut with the club 
on May 14, the Sierra Leonean international recorded six shots, which is the second most of 
any Revolution player in a single match this season. His four shots on goal tied Kelyn Rowe’s 
effort at LA on May 8 for the most shots on goal from a Revolution player in a single match this 
season. Although Kamara has yet to score a goal for the Revs, he’ll hit a major milestone when 
he does: 80 career goals. Only 15 players in MLS history have reached the 80-goal plateau. 
Kamara ranks second in goals among active players, trailing San Jose’s Chris Wondolowski, 
who has scored 116 times in MLS regular season play. 

FEMI NETS FIRST CAREER GOAL 

One week after recording the first assist of career, Femi Hollinger-Janzen opened his profes¬ 
sional scoring account with a game-clinching header in the 84th minute on May 14 against the 
Fire. Femi, selected by the Revs with the 51st pick in the 2016 MLS SuperDraft, is one of two 
players (Kip Colvey, San Jose Earthquakes) selected in the third round or later to record minutes 
this season. In addition, he’s one of four 2016 SuperDraft selections to score a goal, and the 
only one to register both a goal and an assist. Only one other rookie, Sounders FC’s Jordan 
Morris, has recorded both a goal and an assist. Hollinger-Janzen missed most of the club’s pre¬ 
season with a nagging injury, only to establish himself as a regular contributor for the Revolution 
with eight appearances on the season. The former Indiana Hoosier made his first career start at 
Orlando City on April 30. 


THAT’S HOW I ROWE: KELYN DOES IT ALL FOR THE REVS 

One week after making his first career start at right back, Kelyn Rowe was on the move again 
in last week’s match against Dallas. Rowe, who began the match on the left wing, shifted back 
to a defensive midfield role following an injury to Gershon Koffie, and finished the match at left 
back. For the season, the midfielder has featured at nine of 11 positions on the field for the 
Revolution. Rowe traditionally features primarily on the right wing, but has also seen minutes at 
center forward, left wing, central attacking midfield, holding midfield, left back, and right back in 
2016. That leaves center back and goalkeeper as the only positions left to check off the list. 

SAMBA MAKES FIRST MLS, REVOLUTION START 

Revolution defender Samba, acquired on loan from Sporting Clube de Portugal in January, 
made his first MLS start on Saturday. Samba stepped in for an injured Jose Gongalves and 
played a full, 90 minute shift. The Guinea-Bissauan international paced the team in clearances 
(4), aerials won (3), and tacked on five recoveries. Samba made his MLS debut in the club’s 
win against the Chicago Fire on May 14, replacing Juan Agudelo as a substitute in the 89th 
minute. Prior to joining the Revs, Samba captained Sporting B (Sporting CP’s second division 
side) and made 72 appearances. The Revolution and Sporting CP have a strategic partnership 
that also saw Donnie Smith and Zachary Herivaux train in Portugal during the offseason. 

CHRIS TIERNEY RETURNS FROM INJURY 

Revolution defender Chris Tierney made his return to the starting lineup in last week’s match 
against Dallas. In 67 minutes of action, he recorded two chances created and logged 51 
touches. It marked the left back’s first appearance since he suffered a hamstring injury 29 
minutes into the club’s match at D.C. United on April 23. 


A SEASON OF MILESTONES FOR SEVERAL REVS 

Revolution midfielders Scott Caldwell and Kelyn Rowe made their 100th appearance and start, 
respectively, on May 14 against Chicago. Both players have spent the entirety of their profes¬ 
sional careers with the Revolution. The club selected Rowe with the third-overall selection in the 
2012 MLS SuperDraft, and later made Caldwell its second Homegrown Player signing ahead 
of the 2013 season. Revolution defender Andrew Farrell also made his 100th appearance and 
100th start earlier this season in the club’s 1-1 draw at NYCFC on March 26. In addition, captain 
Jose Gongalves made his 100th appearance at LA on May 8, and will make his 100th career 
start the next time he suits up in the Revs’ starting XI. Finally, Je-Vaughn Watson is the latest 
player to make a milestone appearance, logging his 100th career MLS start on May 21 vs. FC 
Dallas. 

REVS DOUSE FIRE; SHUTTLEWORTH TURNS IN THIRD CLEAN SHEET 

The Revolution defense kept its third clean sheet of the 2016 regular season on May 14 vs. 
Chicago. New England also held the Chicago Fire without a single shot on goal in the the con¬ 
test. It is the first time since April 11,2015 vs. Columbus Crew SC that the Revs have held the 
opposition without a shot on goal. Bobby Shuttleworth notched his third shutout performance of 
the season in the match, bringing his career total to 32 -- second most of any goalkeeper in club 
history. Matt Reis leads all Revs’ keepers in career shutouts with 66. 

ROWE-ING THROUGH THE RECORD BOOKS 

Kelyn Rowe scored the 24th goal of his career in the Revolution’s visit to Los Angeles on May 8, 
moving him into a tie with Wolde Harris for ninth place on the club’s all-time goal-scoring list. The 
midfielder is now one tally shy of tying Clint Dempsey for eighth place in the Revolution record 
books. With his next goal, he’ll join Taylor Twellman, Steve Ralston, Joe-Max Moore, Shalrie 
Joseph, Pat Noonan, and Lee Nguyen as the only players in club history to register 25 goals 
and 25 assists. He’s also one assist shy of tying Jay Heaps for eighth place on the Revolution’s 
all-time list with 26.

TURNER SHINES FOR RICHMOND KICKERS 

Goalkeeper Matt Turner made his professional debut with the USL’s Richmond Kickers on April 
30 vs. Toronto FC II. Turner has since joined the Kickers on multiple short-term loans, yielding 
only two goals in 360 minutes across four starts. He recorded a shutout and made five saves 
in his debut with Richmond, a’ 1 -0 win against TFC II. The Revolution signed Turner as an 
undrafted free agent on March 3, 2016. 

SHUTTLEWORTH ECLIPSES MINUTES MILESTONE 

Shuttleworth became the second goalkeeper in Revolution history to eclipse the 10,000 minute 
milestone in the April 9 match vs. Toronto FC. He joins his predecessor, Matt Reis, who accrued 
more than 22,000 minutes in his decade-long run with the club, on the exclusive list. In addition, 
Shuttleworth (10,664) joins Chris Tierney (15,806), Lee Nguyen (11,720), and Darrius Barnes 
(10,105) as the fourth active Revolution player with more than 10,000 minutes played for the 
club. 


FRESH CUP OF KOFFIE: MIDFIELDER FINDS OFFENSIVE TOUCH WITH REVS 

Gershon Koffie registered his third assist of the season on May 8 at LA, tying his previous 
season high. The midfielder also recorded three assists for Vancouver Whitecaps FC in 
2013, but did so in 26 appearances. Koffie is currently on pace for at least nine assists, 
which would top the seven career assists he accumulated in 133 appearances with 
Vancouver. He has been active and involved in the Revolution attack this season, ranking 
in the top 25 among all MLS players in touches (755) and the top 10 in passes into the final 
third (114). 

BIG SAVE BOB MAKES HISTORY 

On March 20 against the Philadelphia Union, Bobby Shuttleworth became the fourth 
goalkeeper in MLS history to record two penalty kick saves in the same game in the regular 
season. The Revolution keeper turned away PK attempts from llsinho and Sebastien Le 
Toux. He joins Kansas City’s Tony Meola (Aug. 10, 2002 vs. D.C.), Dallas’s D.J. Countess 
(Oct. 11,2003 vs. NY/NJ), and Vancouver’s David Outsted (July 12,2015 vs. NY) on the 
list. Revolution goalkeeper Matt Reis stopped two penalty shots against Columbus in the 
2004 MLS Cup Playoffs (Oct. 31,2004) and remains the only player to accomplish the feat 
in the postseason. Shuttleworth earned an MLS Team of the Week (Week 3) nod for his 
performance. 

WATSON SCORES SECOND CAREER INTERNATIONAL GOAL 

Prior to joining the Revolution, Je-Vaughn Watson had made 52 career appearances with 
the Jamaican National Team, scoring one goal. In his first international cap since joining 
the Revs, Watson found the back of the net in Jamaica’s World Cup Qualifier against Costa 
Rica on March 26. The Reggae Boyz and the Ticos played to a 1-1 draw. 

HERIVAUX MAKES REVOLUTION DEBUT 

Revolution Homegrown Player Zachary Herivaux became the third Homegrown Player to 
play in an MLS match in club history when he replaced another Homegrown Player, Scott 
Caldwell, as a substitute in the 86th minute on March 20 at Philadelphia. 

REVS INK NGUYEN TO CONTRACT EXTENSION 

The New England Revolution announced on March 18 that midfielder Lee Nguyen signed a 
contract extension with the club. One of Major League Soccer’s most creative and inventive 
attacking midfielders, Nguyen is already etched in club history. Since joining New England 
via the 2012 MLS Waiver Draft, he has registered 36 goals and 27 assists in 138 appear¬ 
ances. Nguyen is one of six players in Revs history to record 25 goals and 25 assists. 

HOMEGROWN PLAYERS STAY LOCAL 

The New England Revolution’s first two Homegrown Players in club history, Diego Fagun- 
dez and Scott Caldwell, inked new deals prior to the start of the 2016 MLS regular season. 
Fagundez, who signed his new contract on Jan. 6, has recorded 31 goals and 20 assists, 
logging 8,433 minutes in 131 games played. Just 21-years-old, Fagundez ranks among 
the top 10 in club history for goals, shots, and shots on goal. Caldwell, who signed his new 
deal on March 1, has recorded two goals and 11 assists, registering 7,578 minutes in 101 
games played. In 2015, fans named Caldwell the Santander Most Valuable Player for his 
performance while his teammates recognized him as Players’ Player of the Year. 

STARS AND STRIPES UP TOP 

The Revolution are the only team in Major League Soccer with at least three forwards who 
have received United States Men’s National Team caps. Juan Agudelo, Teal Bunbury, and 
Charlie Davies have all appeared for the USMNT at both senior and youth levels. Agudelo 
has the most caps of the trio with 20, while Davies has 17 and Bunbury rounds out the 
group with four. 

REVOLUTION INK KOUASSI TO DP DEAL 

On Feb. 1, the Revolution announced the signing of midfielder Xavier Kouassi as a Des¬ 
ignated Player. The captain of Swiss side FC Sion, Kouassi led the club into the knockout 
round of this year’s Europa League, one of its most successful outings ever in a European 
competition. Although Kouassi has since been sidelined by a knee injury, he remains a key 
component of New England’s future at just 26-years-old. His blend of athleticism, aggres¬ 
siveness, and versatility will give the Revs flexibility throughout the starting lineup. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American flag as 
we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly altered 
stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was flown 
proudly in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s 
depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a 

red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 



It was a reflection of unification. It’s flown as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 


No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have flown the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 


With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.

Jay Heaps is in his fifth season as the head coach of the New England Revolution after taking the reins of the club following the 2011 season. In his first four years on the bench, Heaps trans¬ 
formed the Revs from a five-win club that finished at the bottom of the Eastern Conference to the 2014 Eastern Conference Champions while playing an open and attractive brand of soccer 
that has come to define the new-look Revolution. 


Over the course of his time with the Revolution, Heaps has transformed the club’s roster with just four players (Darrius Barnes, Diego Fagundez, Bobby Shuttleworth and Chris Tierney) 
remaining from when he was named the sixth head coach in club history in November 2011. Smart drafting has yielded players like Andrew Farrell and Kelyn Rowe while players such as Teal 
Bunbury, Charlie Davies and Lee Nguyen have all seen their MLS careers revitalized under the 38-year-old’s tutelage. That group, along with the likes of Juan Agudelo, Scott Caldwell, captain 
Jose Gongalves and Gershon Koffie - all acquired by New England since Heaps was named head coach - forms the core of today’s New England Revolution. 

That group, with the exception of Agudelo and Koffie, nearly led the Revs to their first MLS Cup championship in 2014, only to fall just shy, losing 2-1 in extra time to the host LA Galaxy. The 
Revs equaled a club record for wins that season and ended the year on a 9-1-1 run that saw the club finish second in the Eastern Conference with 55 points, which were the second most in 
club history. The team was even better in the playoffs, scoring a record seven goals to beat Columbus 7-3 on aggregate before knocking off New York 4-3 on aggregate in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence Championship for the first time since 2007 when Heaps was still playing for the Revs. 

Prior to being named the head coach of the Revolution, Heaps spent nine seasons as a player with the club. He ranks third in club hisory with 243 regular season games played and helped 
New England reach MLS Cup four times while winning the 2007 U.S. Open Cup and the 2008 SuperLiga. He served as an analyst on Revolution television broadcasts in 2010 and 2011.
